“IMMEDIATE MEASURES” 

BERLIN, May 30-—The Nazi gov- 
ernment — which for months has 
been carrying on undeclared. war 
against Spain—tonight threatened 
“immediate measures” against the 
Spanish Government as a result of 
the Nazi-provoked bombing of the 
German battleship Deutschland. 

The Deutschland was shelled by 
two Loyalist airplanes at 5 P.M. 
Saturday when they flew over the 
‘Balearic Islands—Nazi and Italian 
base for air raids on Spain—in the 
Mediterranean. 

As the planes passed the port of 
Iviza, the Deutschland—at anchor 
350 yards from the pier — opened 
fire on the planes with anti-aircraft 
guns, The planes replied by drop- 
ping 12 bombs, four of which hit 
the Nazi ship.

Maddalena, secretary of the Ham- 
burg trade unions from 1928 to 1931, 
was severely wounded in the World 
War, and has suffered ever since 
from the effects of a wounded lung 
which was not permitted to heal be- 
fore he was sent back into the 
firing-line. The torture to which he 
has been submitted in the last two 
years by the Gestapo is reported to 
have completely broken his health. 

Maddalena was an officer of the 
German Metal Workers Union from 
1921 on. As secretary of the Ham- 
burg body corresponding to the Cen- 
tral Labor Council in American cit- 
ies, from 1928 on, he took a big part 
in the struggles of the seamen and 
longshoremen in that city. He was 
a deputy in the Reichstag from 1928 
until Hitler came into power.

public and Ygungstown Sheet and 
Tube workers are on strike out of 
a total of 80,000 over a five-state 
area. 


PICKET ON HOLIDAY 


Picket lines manned by strikers, 
many of them dressed in their 
Sunday best, continued solid despite 
the holiday week-end. 

Strikers were encouraged by a 
conference yesterday between rep- 
resentatives of steel lodges in this 
area and spokesmen for four rail- 
road brotherhoods in Cleveland. 
Following the conference, strik- 
— strengthened their watch on all 
mpts to get trains in and out 
e mills. Pickets in the Center 
4 district in Youngstown kept 
railroad men out of the yards there. 
All trains were stopped. 


NO COMMENT MADE 


Although no announcement was 
made after the Cleveland meeting, 
it is believed that some tacit agree- 
ment was arrived at between the 
steel union and the brotherhoods. 

It is known that railroad work- 
ers are not forced to fulfill the 
terms of their contract when con- 
ditions of work are unsafe: Deter- 
mined efforts of union men to keep 
railroad workers out will be prob- 
ably construed as making working 
conditions unsafe, and the railroad- 
ers are not expected to try to break 
through strong picket lines.

FORFEITS DEMANDED 


candidate for public office 
will have to be a rich man or 
backed by the moneyed interests, 
because, by the provisions of Ms 
bill, he will have to post a large. 
sum of money; something which 
not every honest man can afford. 
The bill compels. all candidates 
running in opposition to the major 
party candidates to file a certified 
check of $1,000 for each of the fol- 
lowing offices: 

U. S. Senator, Governor, Lieute- 
nant Governor, Judges of the Su- 
preme and Superior Court; $500 for 
each Oongressional candidate and 
$250 for each State Representative. 
Smaller sums must be filed for all 
Local offices, 

Moreover, this money will be for- 
feited unless the State candidate 
gets at least 5 per cent of the entire

A money qualification is no ob-

Los Dos de Mayo is the Spanish national holiday, their Fourth of 


July, their Bastille Day. It celebrates the revolt of the Spanish people 
against Napoleon, May 2nd, 1808, and the start of their War of Inde- 
pendence. One hundred and twenty-nine years ago the Spanish peo- |. 


ple, rising in the streets of Madrid against Napoleon's invasion, made 
Spain the turning point of western history. 
The wheel of history has turned again to Spain. The cities and 


fields of one of the earliest outbursts of a people for freedom are now 
‘the central battleground of the struggle for democracy everywhere, This 


becomes clearer to us as we understand that Napoleon's Waterloo began 
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Though he lived long before the 
rise of fascism, Napoleon used 
methods similar in certain respects 
to those of Hitler, Mussolini & Co. 
He fooled the great mass of people. 
He told them he was going to lead 
them toward freedom and democ- 
racy; actually, he led them through 
one war after the other toward re- 
pression, slavery, death. In the end, 
he lost all his supporters among 
the masses, among the soldiers, his 
own generals, his wife and son; 
practically everyone but his mother. 
He wound up not as Emperor of the 


the Spanish nation, to abdicate so 


that he could appoint a little Na- 
poleonic King of his own. He kept 
royal claimants captives 
and ordered Murat, at 
the ex-royal grand- 
son, a Spanish boy of 13, to France.

The Spanish people were ruth- 
lessly suppressed for the moment. 
Napoleon's lieutenants lined them 
up against the walls and shot them. 
However, the outburst in Madrid 
spread all over Spain. The Spanish 
people began to fight for the right 
to be their own nation, not Napo- 
leon’s, and they fought on for 


| years. . 


Though Napoleon chased one 
British army out of the Peninsula, 
and went to Spain himself for a 
while to complete the mopping-up 
of the Spaniards, he was never able 
to gain a final and decisive vic- 


tory. At times he seemed so close to 


it, that he thought his generals had 
little left but police duty. But for 
five years, the Spanish people 
fought and fought Napoleon. And 
the historic forces were such that 
the British lion and the Portuguese 


help helped the people in the 


fight that started the 2nd of May.
